Writes Of Conditions 


LEGION IS BEING 
HELD IN RESERVE 


Major Edgar G. Hamilton, com­ 
mandant of the depot of the first 
rep linen’ 
French Foreign 
Legion, 
now stationed a: Arzew. Oran, tells 
of conditions as they affect the Lc- 
pion during the present war in Eu­ 
rope, in a letter to Dr. John G. Me- 
Conahy of North Mercer .-tree’. 
He states that he was on his way 
home here for a visit when the war 
broke out as he reached Marseilles. 
France, and while he could have 
continued 
on 
to 
his destination, 
having a six months leave of ab- 
scnce, a sense of duty forced him 
to give up his furlough and return 
to hi 
regiment, which he says was 
practically wasted because the Le­ 
gion regiments have done nothing 
in the present conflict and are be­ 
ing held in reserve. 
He expressed the opinion, how­ 
ever. that the war was far from 
over and that there would be plenty 
of action later on and probably in 
other parts ihan on the Frencii- 
German border. 
“ Life is very quiet here,” he writes, 
‘ and one would not know that a 
war is on except that practically all 
men from 20 to 45 years of age are 
gone. 
The only ones remaining are 
the unfits and those in vital indus­ 
tries such as gasoline distribution, 
etc. 
There is~a lack of nothing so 
far, but gasoline is not sold 
for 
pleasure trips. However the French 
government has announced that all 
imported luxuries will be restricted, 
even coffee, to save foreign ex­ 
change. 
“ The French are very calm and 
determined, as are the British. 
I 
think it will probably be a war of 
morale in the long run. and even 
in sacrifices in all walks of life. 
One greatest source of interest and 
pleasure is the wireless. 
I have a 
good machine and can usually ob­ 
tain U. S. programs and news bul­ 
letins plainly.” 
Major Hamilton’s letter was sent 
on December 12. 1939, and he de­ 
scribed hearing the broadcast about 
the naval battle between the British 
and Germans off Uruguay . He says 
that the Germans never mentioned 
it but he heard it from New’ York 
and delayed going to the fort on 
that morning lit order to hear the 
later broadcast.

W ITH THE FRENCH ARMIES 
IN THE ALPS, Jan. 19—France ha.^ 
a Maginot line in the Alps as form- 
iiablc and in many respect.' more 
incredible even than th at on the 
western front. 
I can reveal this for the first time 
today for I have just completed a 
week’s tour of this fantastic line. 
Together with 
a 
British news­ 
paper man. I had the honor of be­ 
ing the first foreign correspondent 
ever perm itted to tour this zone of 
French 
perm anent 
fortified 
posi­ 
tions. 
We visited, one after another, in­ 
teriors of unbelievable “ouvrages” 
located here atop a dizzying peak 
inhabited only by troops and eagles 
and there Is a seemingly depthless 
gorge of solid 
rock—creations 
to 
stagger the imaginations of a Jules 
Verne or an H. G. Well«. 
While I am not at liberty to name 
places, I can say th at we covered 
areas roughly from the heart of the 
French Alps to the shore of the 
M editerranean, traveling by auto­ 
mobile. afoot and for part of one 
day on skis. 
I p Several Thousand Feet 
It took us 55 m inutes to get our 
car from the bottom of one valley 
to the sum m it of the craggy, tree­ 
less peak which rose perpendicular­ 
ly from it. 
We zigzagged back and forth over 
hairpin turns on a m ilitary road 
which 111 places was hewn through 
almost solid rock. A slip would have 
sent the car hurtling straight down 
hundreds of feet before hitting the 
bottom. 
When w?e reached the top we were 
at an elevation of several thousand 
feet.

The winter resorts are the barom­ 
eter of this business. 
While the 
current season has no more than 
weighed anchor, glowing reports are 
already scudding in from every bay 
and inlet. 
Florida is booked up 
heavier than in any season since the 
I boom. The Gulf Coasters are pack- 
| ing them in. The Old Southwest is 
hitting new* records. 
California is 
welcoming a swarm of frost-bitten 
Northerners. 
With Atlantic cruise 
travel down to a quarter of the nor­ 
mal level, Hawaii is ready to reap 
a big tourist harvest. 
If the.se re­ 
ports sound too good to you to be 
, true, look at the way department 
| stores are playing up their "Resort 
Shops." 
This W inter’s password is 
■ "Southward Ho”! 
The War is the Number One rea­ 
son that I am counting on to make 
America's 1940 vacation Mil the big­ 
gest ever. 
Number Two reason is 
our swelling national income. 
It 
has been trending up ever since 1933 
and will hit a new high-water mark, 
since the boom, in early 1940. The 
$70,000,000.000 figure for 1939 should 
stretch into $75,000.000,000 in the 
coming twelve months.

But I feel 
impelled to come back to the sub­ 
ject because I have seen so many 
small burns in children which were 
treated by p arent.- as triflinc and 
which had serious consequences. 
I always advise calling a doctor 
a.' soon as the burn occurs. 
If you 
do that the physician will see in the 
y oungster the stage of pain and 
shock that immediately follows the 
accident. 
In this period, the child 
Is pale and drowsy with a weak, 
thready pulse and a low blood pres­ 
sure 
In this period, if is quite pos­ 
sible for the child to sink into a 
coma and die 
However, if your 
doctor is there, he will know’ what 
to do to save the child’s life. 
In cases of bad burns, I always 
try and get the patient to the near­ 
est hospital with as little delay as 
possible. 
The reason for thus will 
become evident later on in this dis­ 
cussion. 
In the meantime, while 
getting the child to the hospital. I 
always give a strong sedative so he 
will sleep, and I surround the body 
with hot water bottles or heat of 
some sort to temper the shock. That 1 
may sound odd: Applying heat to 
burns, but its correct. 
When the child arrives at the hos­ 
pital, he will be given an anaesthe­ 
tic, or if he is too weakened for

When this has begun 
to 
work, and the child is sleeping, or j 
quiet, then comes the delicate and 
difficult job of cleansing the b u m .! 
For this, the child will be placed on ; 
an operating table, and the burned 
area rxposed. 
The surgeon in charge will then 
break any blobs or blisters which 
have formed on the burn and then 
he will cleanse the whole area with 
gasoline soaked on a sterile bit of 
gauze. This cleansing must be thor­ 
ough. and so the physician will 
scrub and scrub at the burn to be j 
sure that all the burned tissues are 
removed. 
When it Is certain that 
the wound is cleaased of all dead | 
skin and flesh, the child is placed ; 
in what we call a burn-bed. 
This burn-bed is only a large cot 
with a frame-work over it so that j 
blankets can be draped over it to 
keep 
the 
child 
covered 
without 
touching him. 
He lies on a sterile j 
sheet. 
With the sides and top covered! 
in as I have described, the patient 
is lying in an enclosed space about 
five feet long and three or four 
feet in width and height. 
Inside 
this space near the top, is a frame 
to hold a series of electric light 
bulbs. These are lit and a sufficient 
number kept burning to maintain 
the temperature inside the frame 
at between 85 and 95 degrees. 
Of course, in practice out in a 
country district such as mine, hos­ 
pitals 
often 
are 
inaccessible 
or 
weather conditions prevent remov­ 
al of patients. It is in such districts 
that a great many serious burn eases 
occur, due to the prevalence of oil 
lamps, open fires, clothes boiling, 
etc. The doctor has to do a lot of 
improvising. I wish you could have 
seen some of the makeshift burn- 
beds I have had to construct or 
supervise the construction of in my 
time. 
I ’ve made them out of hay 1 
wire, out of fence wire, and out of 
barrel 
hoops. 
I 
remember once I 
taking the hoops off a large wine 
cask to build one. 
There was no I 
electricity to heat them with, of 
course, and we had to use hot-water 
bottles, if there were any, or sealers > 
full of hot water, or hot bricks and 
stones. 
It has very often happened that 
I wasn’t called in to attend a burned 
child until the injury was already in 
its second stage—toxemia. 
Settlers 
up in this country, many of whom 
live in lonely cabins miles 
from j 
town, are used to roughing it. When 
a child Is burned, they apply home I 
remedies, and may not call a doctor j 
until the child is very sick, for call- ! 
ing the doctor means a long trip, : 
often over bad roads in severe cold, j 
to a telephone. Consequently when 
the doctor arrives the child is al­ 
ready in the stage that often calls 
for blood transfusions and perform­ 
ing these under conditions prevail- j 
ing in these frontier homes isn’t 
easy.

FARM BUTCHERING CALLS FOR 
ATTENTION TO DETAILS 
Meat ordinarily is the main dish 
around which the housewife, the 
chef, and maker of the bill of fare 
build the dinner. The savory odors 
in the preparation of meat and its 
appetizing and satisfying qualities 
make digestion easy. Meat and meat 
products alw’ays will play an im­ 
portant part in the diet. Habit and 
taste are partly responsible for this, 
but scientific facts show that habit 
and taste have not been blind lead­ 
ers. 
Throughout history meat has been 
the mast important single food in 
the diet. 
This is due primarily to 
the fact that it has mast nearly the 
composition 
of 
the 
body 
tissues 
which it is destined to replace. Pro­ 
teins are absolutely essential for the 
growth and maintenance 
of 
the 
body. Meat also is a valuable source 
of the much discussed vitamins and 
is rich in the necessary minerals, es­ 
pecially phosphorus and iron. 
The farmer is in an admirable 
position in that he can raise, slaugh­ 
ter and dress his own meat. 
And 
this is the season when slaughtering 
and dressing are common sights on 
Lawrence county farms. Many farm ­ 
ers sell part of the carcasses and 
must give careful attention to the 
desires of their customers. 
A better supply of meat helps im­ 
prove the bill of fare and a well- 
supplied table does much to bright­ 
en the life on the farm. To supply 
his family and perhaps his neigh­ 
bors with meat of high quality, a 
farmer must be able to select the 
right animal for slaughter and know 
how to handle the animal chosen. 
Health, condition, type and age 
are usually given mast considera­ 
tion in the selection of an animal 
for slaughter. The care of the ani­ 
mal for 18 to 24 hours.before butch­ 
ering also Is important. The animal 
should have water to drink, but no 
feed, giving it an opportunity to 
empty the stomach and intestines. 
This makes it easier for the butch­ 
er to remove internal organs. 
An 
animal that has not been fed will 
bleed better. Meat usually will cure 
or keep better If the blood vessels 
are free from food products and 
blood. 
Handling and curing the meat aft­ 
er slaughter are extremely import­ 
ant if meat of the best quality is 
to be obtained.
